In the meantime a report was 
received that track midway be¬ 
tween Summit Lime Works and 
Island Lake was being washed 
out as Glacier Creek started to 
hit it broadside with hundreds 
of tons of flprpjily n ji pnlpg 
water, augmented by water 
overflowing from Island Lake. 
By the time the East Coleman 
Culvert was repaired it was too 
late to save the track at Summit 
Lime Works and when the work 
gang got there it was found 
necessary to stop all C.P.R. traf¬ 
fic on either side of the wash¬ 
out. The westbound passenger 


Rain, falling steadily from 
approximately 10 o’clock Friday 
evening and all day Saturday, 
caused creeks and rivers to rise 
steadily until flood conditions 
had almost been reached. 
Throughout the town flood 
damage was caused but no real 
serious damage was reported 
due to the river and creek beds 
being able to handle practically 
the bulk of water. 

Blairmore appeared to suffer 
most, three small bridges being 
washed out as well as one road 
leading to the cemetery. The 
bridge leading to West Canadian 
Collieries was blasted Sunday. 
The debris from these three 
bridges swept down the river 
and jammed beneath the steel 
bridge located across the Crows

George “Bud” Dennis, fifteen- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Percy Dennis, of Lundbreck, 
drowned in the high waters of 
the North Forks river Sunday 
noon while he and his elder 
brother endeavored to lead their 
horses across the flood swollen 
water. 

The two brothers on Satur¬ 
day had taken some cattle 
across the river, some 20 miles 
north of Lundbreck, when the 
water was relatively low. On 
their return Sunday at noon the 
heavy rain of Saturday plus the 
heavy snow run-off had turned 
the river into a raging torrent. 
The two youths endeavored to 
lead their horses across the 
river and it was at this point

J. IAss, Polish Society Organizer, Principal Speak¬ 
er; Mayor Frank Aboussafy Extended Congrat¬ 
ulations On Behalf Of Town. 


The granting of its provincial 
charter thirty years ago was 
celebrated in grand style Satur¬ 
day evening by the Coleman 
Polish Society of Brotherly Aid. 
A banquet, program and dance 
featured the anniversary and 
dignitaries from Edmonton 
Calgary and Lethbridge as well 
as a number of local citizens 
were present to extend congrat¬ 
ulations. 

J. Liss, organizer of the Polish 
Society of Brotherly Aid and 
who actually organized the 
Coleman branch thirty years 
ago, was the principal speaker. 
He reviewed the history of the

selves had been unorganized 
and therefore unable to make 
a concerted attempt to keep 
alive Polish culture. He dealt 
with the Homeland, the hordes 
of foreigners which had con¬ 
quered and partitioned it and 
how the Poles were treated as 
friend or enemy In their own 
homeland depending on what 
area they resided and by whom 
it was administered.

Poles had settled in Coleman to 
make it possible to organize a 
Polish Society of Brotherly Aid

U.S. To Build Huge 
Hangar In Alaska 

OAKLAND, Calif. — The U.S. air 
force is building in Alaska what is 
believed to be the world’s largest 
airplane hangar.

avenue carrying large boulders 
with it and cutting deeply into 
the earth alongside the concrete 
sidewalks. 

Sam Sagofl’s ’cat was brought 
into play and cut a sharp corn¬ 
er off the creek to permit the 
heavy flow to run in a straight 
channel and take the pressure 
off the tennis courts. This ac¬ 
complished the ’cat was hurried 
into service to make a heavy 
bank along the creek as it ran 
past the rear of the Kinnear- 
Hillary block. The culvert at De- 
Uecco’s was barely able to take 
the heavy flow and the water 
was splashing the top of the 
culvert. Next morning (Sunday) 
the ’cat was used to deepen the 
creek bed between the bridge 
near the tennis courts right 
down to the culvert. 
McGILLIVRAY CREEK 
Like its brother, Nez Perce, 
McGillivray Creek was acting 
up. In order to relieve pressure 
some of the creek was diverted 
into its former bed in west Cole¬ 
man. However the water which 
sped straight past the McGill¬ 
ivray tipple and into Crows Nest 
river ate practically half of the 
roadway away that led from 
West Coleman’s Second street 
into the tipple. Bars were placed 
around the tipple bridge to pre¬ 
vent accident. Unabated the 
water tore into the supports of 
the concrete culvert leading to 
Willow Drive. Here again it ate 
away a healthy chunk of soil 
and gravel around the culvert. 
To add to matters a tree lodged 
itself firmly in the entrance of 
the culvert. 

NO. 3 HIGHWAY BRIDGES 

The small bridges on No. 3 
highway from Coleman to the 
B.C.-Alberta border were in 
dangerous condition. Red flags 
were placed at them all with 
flares set up at night.

swept away and only three 
braces kept it level. 

West of W. Godfrey’s ranch a 
bridge was starting to lose the 
soil and gravel which formed a 
portion of it and cars had to 
pass on one half only. 

3 heavy “waterfalls” swept 
over the mountain ridge at 
Crows Nest lake and splashed 
onto the highway. Heavy rocks 
were also falling on to the high¬ 
way, being loosened by water 
soaked earth. 

Glacier Creek’s steel bridge 
was holding on to its rocky base 
but the soft soil and earth 
around it was being washed 
away by the heavy force of 
water. 

The wooden bridge crossing 
Island Lake west of Crows Nest 
Lake, would have floated had it 
not been tied down. The water 
was licking the floor of the 
bridge. However it was in no 
danger of any real damage. 
WILLOW DRIVE 
The heavily swollen Crows 
Nest River swept through parts 
of low lying land in Willow 
Drive, flooding basements and 
yards. Only the lowering of 
water would bring relief. 

Again in Graftontown resi¬ 
dents were being tormented 
with flooding basements by 
wildcat streams which swept 
off the hills, through yards, in¬ 
to basements and out again as 
they made their way to Crows 
Nest River. 

Only at the east end of East 
Coleman was heavy water ex¬ 
perienced in any degree among 
the residents. The water from 
Crows Nest River was spilling 
over into a slough which con¬ 
tinued to grow until it swept in¬ 
to some of the residential area.

Mr. Connors, 
plant pathologist, Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, Ottawa, said that in 1916 
the Dominion suffered a $100,000,000* 
loss through wheat rust. A start in 
the breeding of rust resistant wheats 
was made in 1925, and the scientific 
research bore fruits in 1935. 

Some four years later, he contin¬ 
ued, rust resistant wheats had been 
widely disseminated and last year 
there was practically no loss from 
wheat rust of the type which was 
such a menace in 1916. 

Mr. Conners said that there was a 
constant race between the work of 
the scientific agriculturists and the 
menace of new plant diseases, in¬ 
sects and always encroaching weeds. 
This was illustrated, he said, in a 
new blight on oats, first found at 
Ottawa and now in all provinces ex¬ 
cept Alberta. It attacked the Bea¬ 
con and Garry varieties of oats. 
There was an urgent need to develop 
jiew varieties which were blight re¬ 
sistant, he 'added. 

For the first time, declared Mr. 
Conners, a great chemical attack was 
being ma8e against weeds. There 
were now effective chemicals, he 
said, as well as technically trained 
men to use them. Insects were a 
constant menace, and were imperil¬ 
ling great sections of Canadian for¬ 
ests and agricultural areas. Constant 
vigilance and an increasing amount 
of research were needed, he warned, 
as well as readiness on the part of 
farmers to use all the aids which 
scientific agriculture could develop.

is less serious than in Asia. However, there is reason for concern. Originally 
the top soil in America was nine inches deep, now it is only six, Dr. Bennett 
said, and the crop land which is left is almost all subject to "erosion, flood 
and windstorm”. In combatting this situation, which could result in a con¬ 
siderable reduction of food production on this continent, the American soils 
expert stressed the need for "comprehensive crop and soil conservation 
measures, contour cultivation, drainage of low lands, planting of grass on 
steep land, irrigation and other modern methods of preventative conserva¬ 
tion.” In Western Canada an extensive program of soil conservation has 
been under way for some time, but farmers should be constantly aware for 
the need for continued vigilance in this important work.

Across Prairies

WINNIPEG. — The annual cam¬ 
paign for forest conservation has 
started in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta. The Canadian Forestry 
Association started a three-month 
tour in Manitoba, with a party start- 
j ing from Winnipeg, left in a new one- 
ton panel truck presented to the as¬ 
sociation by General Motors of Can¬ 
ada. Members will work in co-op¬ 
eration with the Manitoba Forest 
service to secure public support in 
the prevention of forest fires. 

Carried on the truck are a port¬ 
able power plant, sound projectors 
j and carefully-selected films on the 
prevention of forest fires and how to 
fight them, once started. Annually 
these tours reach hundreds of small 
communities, in or near the prov¬ 
ince’s forest areas, with their con¬ 
servation message. 

Stress will also be laid on the im¬ 
portance of watersheds in controlling 
stream flow and soil erosion. In this, 
forest conservation is an impoitant 
factor as a wooded slope will hold 
rain which falls on it while an un¬ 
protected slope will allow the top¬ 
soil to be washed away. Spring 
flooding is often due to run-off water 
from eroded hillsides. 

“A similar party opened a tour of 
Saskatchewan points recently, while 
the association's "tree-planting” car 
is presently working in southern Al¬ 
berta. Later the car will visit points 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan as

NECESSITY 

Recreation—the spirit of play—is 
essentially basic and fundamental in 
growth and life, Dr. A. S. Lamb, Di¬ 
rector of Physical Education at Mc¬ 
Gill University, Montreal, once said 
that "the values of recreation are 
many and this is true for all ages." 
j "There is perhaps no force so pow¬ 
erful in removing racial and religious 
prejudices, in bridging language prob¬ 
lems, in developing co-operation and 
one's social nature,” he said. 

Dr. Lamb added, however, that 
skilled supervision and wise leader- 
j ship are essential, because the leader 
or supervisor can make of recreation 
whatever he chooses. 

It is the belief of those engaged in 
' physical education that no program 
j of health can be adequate without 
provision of physical activity or rec- 
| reation. Similarly, no isolated pro- 
j gram of physical activity and rec¬ 
reation can be adequate without con¬ 
sideration of the broader aspects of 
health and preventive medicine. 

It is suggested that while educa¬ 
tion has been made compulsory for 
all children, the same has not been 
done fer health, except to a limited 
degree. In this regard, it is the be¬ 
lief of some physical educationists 
that students in Canadian schools 
should not only be concerned with 
health knowledge and health prac¬ 
tices, but they should also develop a 
sense of responsibility in identifying 
their own health problems, and also 
the problems of their homes, schools 
and communities. 

It is suggested further that it is 
not too much to expect high school 
students to know something of the 
common cold, tuberculosis, smallpox, 
typhoid fever, venereal diseases, 
whooping ccugh, and many of the 
other ills, many of them preventable, 
which plague the human race.
